The 
proposed canceled claims 52, 53 and 56-68 do not match up with new proposed 
changes to the independent claims. For example the proposed changes to claim 51 , 
concerning the 'recessed land in one of the top surface and the bottom surface of the 
ejector pin head that encircles the through bore with the recessed land defined by a 
bottom wall and a sidewall extending outwardly from the bottom wall and having an 
arcuate portion and a straight portion'. This feature has not been previously presented 
in the claims.
